Questions and Answers 


Q. Is it all right for a land- 
lord to evict a tenant in re- 
taliation for protesting an in- 
crease, as long as he waits 
two or three months after the 
tenant files his complaint be- 
fore evicting him? 

A. No. Economic Stabilization 
regulations prohibit retalitory 
evictions under any circumst- 
ances. It is illegal for a land- 
lord to evict a tenant for com- 
plaining of a rent increase, 
whether the eviction occurs 
days or months after a ten- 
ant’s complaint. 


Q. The school district I live 
in has been required by the St- 
ate to increase the salaries 
of members of the school board. 
The board has only 10 employ- 
ees. May this increase be 
granted without regard to the 
5.5 percent standard? 

A.-No, under new Economic 
Stabilization regulations, the 
States must prenotify the Pay 
Board and obtain approval of 
pay adjustments which requires 
local government units to im- 
plement. 


Q. Do you have a booklet that 
explains how a business com- 
putes allowable tax increases? 
A. ¥es. IRS Publication S- 
3038, “Ryles for Computing Pay 
Adjustments,” explains the li- 
mitations on wage and salary 
increases and the exclusions 
from adjustment computations 
and provides examples and fil- 
led- in forms. A copy may be 
obtained free by writing your 
Internal Revenue district office. 


Q. The water rates in my 
county were recently increased. 
Can -my landlord pass on this 
increase to me in the form of 
higher rent? 

A. Yes. An increase in state 
and local fees, levies and other 
charges for municipal services,

Even though Congress has 
officially declared October 23rd 
as “Veterans Day”, | still have 
a soft spot for November 11th, 
the day on which the first gr- 
eat war, World War I came to 
an end in Europe.

by automabile dealers. 


Q. My landlord is seeking 
a ruling that a portion of my 
high rise is exempt from con- 
trols because construction onit 
was supposedly completed after 
Aug. 15, 1971. Can I see that 
ruling when he gets it? 

A. Yes. A landlord served 
with an interpretation or a rul- 
ing concerning a rent adjust- 
ment must immediately notify 
affected tenants of the nature 
of the decision, the date of its 
service and when and where 
it can be inspected. This no- 
tification must be posted for 30 
days on a public bulletin board 
located in the building in which 
the tenants reside or the land- 
lord may mail or hand deliver 
the notification to affected ten- 
ants A landlord must also 
notify tenants when he appeals 
a ruling or determination or 
when he is served with a de- 
termination or an exception or 
exemption

Collective bargaining works in the 
best interests of the workers, employers, and the public 
when both sides are evenly balanced. But the $329 million 
in estimated food stamp costs for strikers during the 
coming year can only lead to unjustified wage increases, 
prolonged strikes, inflation, and higher taxes.

A. You should file an ap- 
lication for benefits as soon 
as it is determined that you 
are likely to be disabled for 
a year or longer. 

The 6-month period is the 
waiting period. You can file 
your application during this 
period, but no monthly pay- 
ments can be made for the 
first 6 full calendar months 
of a disability.

Social 
security can pay benefits 
only if the disability is ex- 
pected to last for at least 
12 months or longer and 
is serious enough to rule 
out any substantial gainful 
work. 


Q. I am enrolled in the 
medical insurance program 
under Medicare. A friend 
told me that I should ask 
my doctor to accept ‘“as- 
signment” on my medical 
bills. Can you tell me what 
“assignment” is? 


A. “Assignment” means 
that the medical insurance 
payment will be made di- 
rectly to the doctor by Medi- 
eare. The 
method can be used only if 
both the doctor and the pa- 
tient agree to it. One ad- 
vantage for the patient is 
that a doctor, in accepting 
“assignment,” agrees that 
his fee for medical services 
will be no more than the 
“reasonable charges” set by 
Medicare. Another is that 
he doesn’t have to pay Medi- 
care’s share of the bill and 
wait to be paid back.

Senate Anti-Busing Debate To 


93rd Congress 


Despite the fact that a small 
group of willful liberal Sena- 
tors successfully blockeda dir- 
ect vote on the anti-busing bill 
during the final days of the 
92nd Congress, I am greatly 
encouraged by the broad support 
which was given this bill. 

Although opponents to the 
bill were able to keep us from 
getting a vote on the bill its- 
elf, the votes on three sepa- 
rate cloture efforts were proof 
of my earlier contention that 
a majority of Senators are 
strongly in favor of the bill. 
On each of these three votes, 
which must be considered as 
tests of strength, we were able 
to muster a growing majority, 
the last vote being 49 to 38 
in our favor but not being the 
required 2/3 to stop the lib- 
eral filibuster. 

While those opposing the 
anti-busing bill may contest 
our claims of a moral vic- 
tory, there is no way for them 
to avoid obvious facts. Back 
in August, when I first ex- 
plained to the Senate my in- 
tention of keeping the House- 
passed bill from going to an 
unfriendly Senate Committee, 
which would have killed it, many 
sceptics scoffed, saying it cou- 
ldn’t be done. But it was done, 
and the bill went directly to 
the Senate Calendar. That, in 
a sense, was a victory. 

Even then, there were those 
who said the bill would never 
get called up. After eight 
consecutive days of my quest- 
ioning, however, the Majority 
Leader finally agreed to bring 
the bill up and make it the 
“unfinished business”. That was 
a victory. 

The House of Representa- 
‘tives voted overwhelmingly in 


favor of the bill. One of the 
two major national political 
parties cbmmitted in its plat- 
form to oppose excessive bus- 
ing. A vast majority of the 
people of the United States sup- 
ported legislative curbs upon 
excessive busing and cross bus- 
ing of their children. And a 
substantial majority of Sena- 
tors showed their support of 
the bill. 

In a speech on the floor 
of the Senate just prior to 
the final cloture vote, I spoke 
of the bill as a reasonable, 
just and adequate remedy at 
law to help resolve the criti- 
cal problems which have a-

Public Houses Planned 


The Elba Housing Authority 
is currently advertising for 
of fifty units of leased housing. 
According to housing authority 
Officials, the Authority and the 
Housing and Urban Developm- 
ent (HUD) will first give pro- 
visional approval on sites on 
December 14. Then of those 
developers with approved sites, 
proposals will be accepted for 
the actual construction of the 
fifty housing units. These will 


be opened on January 16 at 


2 p.m. 

These housing units will be 
owned by the developer and 
leased, to the housing authority 
for a specified number of years. 
Under this plan the Housing AU- 
thority collects the rent money, 
maintains the buildings and 
pays the owner a pre-arranged 
monthly lease on a long term 
lease. 


quirement that a student must 
be failing a course to be eli- 
gible for a VA-paid tutor. It 
also made tutoring available 
for the first time to wives, 
widows and children studying 
under the agency’s Dependents’ 
Educational Assistance pro- 
gram. 

Tutorial assistance first be- 
came available in March 1970 
under Public Law 91-219. It 
was designed for veterans and 
servicemen studying on a half- 
time or more basis at post 
secondary level who needed help 
in passing courses essential to 
their programs of education. 

For this help, VA paid tu- 
tors up to $50 for each month 
or portion of a month they 
tutored, up to a’ maximum of 
nine months. 

Under the new law, how- 
ever, VA pays tutors for the 
actual time they tutor,up to 
a maximum of $50 a month. 
This tends to “stretch” tuto- 
rial benefits which eligible per- 
sons may continue to use until 
a total of $450 is exhausted. 

Neither law charges tuto- 
rial assistance against the vet- 
eran’s basic educational entitle- 
ment earned during military 
service, VA officials pointed 
out.

The Elba City Council held 
its regular meeting on Tuesday 
night of this week and dis- 
cussed a wide variety of sub- 
jects including trash pick-up 
airport expansion, sewage sys- 
tem problems, federal grant 
money for police cars, impos- 
ing a use tax in Elba, uniforms 
for city employees and rising 
electric rates, none of which 
any action was taken. 

The Council, with all me- 
mbers present, appointed Glen 
Vaughan to the Elba Housing 
Authority for a five year term. 
The position is a non-paying 
position. 

The council instructed City 
Clerk Tom Dyess to send out 
bid request for the purchase 
of a new garbage truck - one 
with either a 20 or 25 cubic 
yard packer unit. 

Also approved was a motion 
for the city clerk to request 
bids on a new police car. 
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
